WIN-LOSE-DRAW 


For many students, the classes they take at 
GCHS are not a manual challenge and do not 
teach them mechanical skills they could put to 
use after graduation. The opposite is true for 
the students who participate in the Industrial 
Arts classes. These teach the basic skills, 
vocabulary, and consumer needs that relate to 
each particular subject. 

In Woods, there are many different ma- 
chines that each student is required to learn 
and to use. Each student is responsible for 
completing projects that are assigned by the 
teacher. There are three wood shop classes 
offered, each more advanced than the preced- 
ing. 

Metal Shop is much like Woods in that each 
student learns technical vocabulary as well as 
learning basic skills of the craft. In general 
metals, principles of metal strength and design 
are introduced as a necessary part to complet- 
ing personal projects. 

Mastering printing is a major concern of 
students that enroll in Graphic Arts. They 
make up business cards as well as other pro- 
jects throughout the semester. Students also 
do printing jobs for the district as well as differ- 


ent school functions. They learn how to oper- 
ate the printing presses as well as darkroom 
techniques. 

In Drafting, students learn basic technical 
information for production of high quality 
drawings. 

Vocational Drafting offers the students an 
introduction to landscaping and building 
plans. Each student prepares plans for a home 
as a project. The Vocational class is taught in a 
three-hour block of time with Mr. Jerry Eth- 
ridge as the teacher in charge. 

Other projects for vocational drafting in- 
cludes machine design, gearing and cams, and 
computer-aided drawings. Mr. Ethridge stated 
that there is a “big demand for students learn- 
ing computer-aide drafting. Those who have 
learned it have no problems when they get out 
in the industrial world”. 

Through these courses students learn more 
than just a trade. They learn how to cooperate 
with each other and work together.

THE HOT CLASS

more of the welding classes offered. 

These classes intend to help students get a 
substantial background in welding fundamen- 
tals. It also helps students obtain a working 
knowledge of the characteristics of metal. 

Mr. Paul McCord has been teaching welding 
at GCHS for the last 21 years. He likes his 
classes and gets along well with the students. 

David Springman says “1 like Mr. McCord. 
He has a good personality.” David also says, “1 
am taking this class because 1 like Mr. McCord 
and want to learn all about welding in case 1 
have to use the skill at home.” David Ishum 
likes the class because he gets to “dress up for 
class.” 

Some students take the class for only one 
semester while others go on and take the two- 
hour vocational welding class. The vocational 


class increases the students’ skills and helps 
them train to get a welding job after gradu- 
ation.

He continued from the unit welding 
class to vocational because he “likes weld- 
ing,” and “there is a career in it.” He continues 
to say, “You never know when you may need 
to weld something and I’m glad that I’ll know 
how.” 

At the end of each two hour sessions of the 
class, the boys put away their materials and 
begin to clean up. Jose Pastoriza always 
combs his hair before leaving class. He says 
“Everyone combs their hair when we get fin- 
ished welding. We have to get ready and look 
good for our next class.”

To compensate for the high tem- 
peratures, the School Board set up a heat sched- 
ule to be put into effect from Friday, August 26, 
to Tuesday, September 6. 

School began on August 25-a normal first day 
of school. This was to give everyone a chance to 
learn the schedule. Then on Friday, the heat 
schedule went into effect. 

It was probably not intended to confuse, but it 
did. To begin with, school lasted from 7:00 A.M. 
to 12:20 P.M. and homeroom was canceled. The 
order of classes was also switched around. 

On Friday, August 26, students reported to 
their first through fifth hour classes. The next 
school day, they attended sixth, seventh, third, 
fourth, and fifth hours. The schedule then alter- 
nated, first and second hour one day, then sixth 
and seventh hours the next. All students and 
staff were given an emergency class schedule to 
follow. 

A few problems arose. Teachers discovered 
that their class plans were thrown off in four of 
the seven hours. All first, second, sixth, and 
seventh hours had only half the class time that 
the other three hours received. Not only that, the 
temperatures had dropped dramatically. It was 
necessary to wear a jacket to school in the morn- 
ing; it was that cool. 

However, GCHS students never had a chance 
to finish the entire “heat” schedule. On Septem- 
ber 6, the Granite City teachers went on strike, 
and all schools were closed.

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MOCK CONVENTION

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THE RIGHT CHOICE 


The mock Presidential Nominating Convention 
was held on March 9th, in the high school cafeteria. 

At 2:30 all the seventh hour American history 
students were dismissed from class to help prepare 
the cafeteria for the convention. 

The orators for the evening had a final hour to 
practice their speeches before the delegates were 
due to arrive. While students moved chairs and ta- 
bles, an array of speeches could be heard. 

Three o’clock arrived. The banners were hung, 
speeches were perfected, and sections were estab- 
lished, as over 250 delegates filed into the cafeteria. 

The excitement was mounting as the students 
awaited chairperson Eunkyung Lee to call the 1988 
mock Presidential Convention to order. 

When the election was finally called to order, state 
signs waved violently as delegates cheered for their 
favorite candidate. Looking across the cafeteria one 
could see the various signs that protruded into the 
air. Every section received a sign which displayed 
their state name, but delegate signs were made on a 
volunteer basis. 

Once the delegates were quiet, Joe Kusmierczak 
approached the podium to present the Republican 
Keynote address. Following him Laurie Melton gave 
the Republican platform, which is a speech that 
explains what Republican delegates stand for. In her 
speech she stated that Republicans believe in the 
Reagan balance budget plan, foreign aid is impor- 
tant, but American interest should be top priority. 
The party feels strongly about the future research of 
AIDS and illegal drugs. They also believe in Social 
Security, Welfare, and American defense programs. 

After Laurie stepped down, the floor was open for 
nominations during roll call. Speeches were made 
by: Eric Achenbach for George Bush, Travis 
Whitmer for Robert Dole, Richard Witt for Pat Rob- 
ertson, and Mike Krausz for Jack Kemp. Seconding 
speeches were given after each delegate had given 
their nominating speech. 

When roll had been called, under the direction of 
Shannon Gauen, and all speeches had been made, 
the students were given a five minute recess while 
the chairman of each state polled their state dele- 
gates to find out their candidate nomination. 

During the recess, delegates paraded through the 
aisles waving their signs, and cheering for their fa- 
vorite candidate, as the Warrior band played. 

After the convention was again called to order, the 


chairmans were polled, and the Republican votes 
were tallied. Eunkyung decided to save the Republi- 
cans results until the Democratic nominations were 
finished. 

Eunkyung then opened the Democratic nomina- 
tions, and introduced Miles Epperson for the reading 
of the Democratic Keynote address. Jim Hawkins 
followed the Keynote address with the Democratic 
platform. In his speech he stated the Democrats 
believe in a strong foreign policy, AIDS and drug 
research, and the support of Social Security and 
Welfare. Democrats believe in a balanced budget by 
cutting defense spending costs. 

The floor was once again opened for nominating 
speeches. Several delegates gave speeches for their 
favorite candidates: Amy Hildebrand for Paul Simon; 
Phil Baldwin for Dick Gephardt; Carie Bohnensteihl 
for Micheal Dukakis; Bryan Turner for Jesse Jack- 
son; and Jon Foreman for Albert Gore. 

Seconding speeches were made for all nomina- 
tions. The delegates were given another recess to 
vote for their candidate. 

Secretary Shannon Gauen was greeted with a 
hearty welcome, as she was ready to announce the 
results. 

In the Republican Convention George Bush beat 
Robert Dole by an extremely large margin, while in 
the Democratic convention the candidates were fair- 
ly close. Paul Simon lead Albert Gore in a very 
narrow race. 

Delegates cheered with excitement as Simon and 
Bush were announced as the leading candidates. 
Confusion mounted as delegates threw confetti, 
popped balloons, and tore the neatly hung banners 
off the wall. 

Eunkyung adjourned the 1988 Presidential Nomin- 
ating Mock Convention, as the students quickly left 
the cafeteria. 

Mr. Shatto, head of the history department, orga- 
nized this event. He hoped that it would educate the 
students on current political practices. 

Channel 5 news team was on hand to cover the 
convention, and it was later seen on the six o’clock 
news. 

Mr. Shatto said he is looking forward to holding 
another convention in 1992.

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This yearbook was the work of twelve fe- 
male students and one female sponsor. The 
staff worked long hours, during weekends, 
after school, and on holidays to complete the 
book. 

Before any yearbook material could be 
mailed to the publisher, decisions had to be 
made. The entire staff discussed what would 
be included in the book and what would be left 
out. 

Then a decision had to be made regarding 
the cover. The staff members viewed many 
styles and designs that would be within the 
price budget allowed for the year. Finally, the 
decision was made. The cover would have the 
school’s traditional colors of black and red. 

Being creative was a main objective. Cre- 
ativity was considered in the types of photo- 
graphs, the style of writing, and the designs of 
the pages. The staff tried to capture various 
activities and expressions viewed throughout 
the year. 

Also stories were a big part of this year’s 
book. The staff was constantly reminded that 
“there should be a story on every two-page 
spread section.’’ At first, this concept was diffi- 
cult for them to understand because stories 
had not been a major concern of the yearbook 
in the preceding five years. However, as the 
year continued, the typewriters were kept 
busy and the girls completed their assign- 


ments with flair. 

What started out as a few good ideas, sug- 
gestions, and thoughts soon developed into a 
352-page WARRIOR yearbook.
